| flood control problems, continued 
| maintenance of adequate offstreet 
parking space and continuation of 
efforts to solve the city’s major 
traffic problems were this week 
seen by Mayor George Ford as ma- 
jor jobs facing the city council 
during the coming year. 

In a short inaugural talk follow- 
ing his re-election as mayor Tues- 
day night, Mayor Ford also an- 
nounced that he would continue 
to encourage the annexation of 
Brookdell and Menlo Oaks areas 
to the city. 

He also noted that the city must 
begin seeking some new method 
of raising revenue, and added that 
the possibility of a city sales tax 
might, in the future, be explored. 

Text of Mayor Ford’s talk fol- 
lows: 


“The year ahead has much 
work in it for all of us. I am 
pleased to start this new term 
with the park property approved 
and the new library on the draft- 
ing boards. The day the library 
building is dedicated will be a 
great one for Menlo Park, for 
the civic center then will be a 
reality. 


“T should like to mention a few 
of the problems in store for us 
this term. 

“We have drainage problems in 
various parts of the city which 
should be corrected and straight-

(Menlo Park is now second in 
the state insofar as priority for 
construction of an armory is con- 
cerned. Only Eureka has a prior 
claim.

What are children taught in, 

school? Why do we teach what we 

do? These questions have been 

asked by every generation since 

the American elementary school, 


or the common school as it was

In Pace with Expanding Indivi dual Antelligence

In early times all information | 
was handed from person to person, 
by word of mouth, in the form 
of legend or folk tales. Once writ- 
ing and printing became common, 
we had not only the greater ac- | 
curacy of recorded facts, but the 
advantage of access to tremendous 
quantities of stored learning wait- 
ing for every reader. 


The reading program of the 
Menlo Park City Schools is de- 
signed to provide every child 
with the ability to gain facts, 
pleasure, attitudes, and general 
information from the printed 
page as easily and readily as it is 
within his expanding power to 
learn from any means of com- 
munication. 


In order to do this, 
in the basic skills of reading is 
carried on in classes which are | 
divided into three or more groups 
each, both to add interest by more 
individualized instruction, and to} 
make it possible for each child to 
work with others who approximate | 
his own level of development. 

By judicious assigment to 
working groups, a child’s progress 
in reading can keep pace with his 
growing intelligence and interest

3. Word attack skills are taught 
from the time a child is able to 
recognize a few words. They in- 
clude structural and phonetic 
analysis, and auditory and visual 
perception of the symbols that 
stand for sounds. Such instruction 
is the basic for all learning tin 
the mechanical aspects of pro- 
nouncing words from the printed 
page.

Yes, your children understand 
their arithmetic because, today, 
it is being taught in a meaning- 
ful way. They are not just fol- 
lowing a formula which for some 
reason seems to work; they 
KNOW why it works. 

They understand the relation- 
ships between the numbers and 
between the processes with which 
they are working. What they are 
doing with numbers makes sense 
to them, and for that reason they 
will always have an easier time of 
remembering anything arithmeti- 
eal that they learn. 


| INSTRUCTION DIFFERENCE 


3ut just how does arithmetic 
instruction today differ from that 


| given in the “good old days?” Te 


be sure, there were only nine dif- 
ferent symbols and four different 
processes when you and your par- 
ents were in school, also. 

The big difference is that the 
arithmetic teacher of the “good 
old days” gave his students a rule, 
taught them how to use it, and 
then expected them to know their 
arithmetic. 

Today’s teacher, through our 
modern concept building program, 
shows his students the facts and 
relationships in any new arithme- 
tie situation, its solution, and how 
a generalization may be’ made 
about the methods used in find- 
ing that solution. 

The generalization becomes, 
of course, a “rule”; but by the 
time today’s student gets his 
“rule,” it is a familiar helper. 
He has seen the problem out of 
which it arose, why it works as 
it does, and how he can apply it; 
and he is not likely to forget or 
confuse it, as his grandfather 
might have done at the same 
stage of learning. 


CHALLENGE TO TEACHERS 

It is this concept - building pro- 
gram in our schools which is such 
a challenge to teachers attempting 
to provide their pupils with a 
background of experience for the 
comprehensive arithmetic instrue- 
tion they will have tomorrow. 

We try, also, to draw arithmetic 
from the most pressing prob!

it functions in a somewhat differ- 
ent capacity, however.

The 
multiplication tables, for instance, 
are still written out and studied in 
their organized form. 


TRADITION BROK 
We should recognize the fact 
that in your schools today we are 
breaking the strangle-hold which 
tradition seems to have placed on 
he vitality of elementary school 
thmetic. 
r many reasons, however, 
schools have not been as quick to 
recognize the fact that a child 
does not have to be in the fifth 
grade to learn fractions, or in the 
seventh grade to master percent- 
age. A good arithmetic program is 
one that goes as low as it has to go 
to pick up each individual child; 
and which then takes each child 
as far through the scope of mathe- 
matical experiences as his knowl- 
edge and experience will permit. 
This break from the static 
tradition is also taking place in 
your schools. Our only limita- 
tions here are those imposed by 
the ability of the teacher to in- 
struct at too many varied levels 
of accomplishment within her 
limited time schedule. 

It is with considerable enthusi- 
asm that we view the arithmetic 
success of our graduates; and with 
equal enthusiasm we anticipate 
further refinements and improve- 
ments in the arithmetic instruc-

Early Sunday: 


Fire Takes Life of Glenn Grohe, 
Artist Trapped in Studio Here 


Funeral services were held | 
Tuesday afternoon for Glenn Ern- 
est Grohe, 43, nationally-known 
commercial artist and magazine 


Sunday, to become the Menlo Park 
area’s first fire victim for 1956. 
Grohe’s body was found in the 
hallway outside his second-floor 
studio, at 183 Glenwood avenue, 
according to Atherton police Chief 


Leroy Hubbard. It was badly 
burned. 
Menlo Park Fire District fire- 


men said they were called to the 
scene of the fire at 2:26 a.m. Sun- 
day by Miss Emily Beltramo, own- 
er of the building and a resident 
of the Beltramo family residence, 


a separate building at the same 
' 
address. 

Four engines responded to 


the alarm and had the blaze un- 
der control within a few min- 
ules, confining it to the top two 
floors of the old, 2'2-story wood- 
en frame building. Six firemen 
received minor injuries during 
the fight. 

Damage was estimated by Dis- 
trict Chief George Carter at $10,- 
000, he said a cigaret was most 
likely the cause of the blaze. 

According to Chief Hubbard, 
the blaze was discovered shortly 
| after two friends, James Goodwin 
of Oakland and: Charles Meltzer 
of Stanford, dropped by to visit 
| the artist. They said they found 
| him asleep so had left the build- 
|ing but later, before they left the 
grounds, smeiled smoke. They 
turned and saw that the upper 
| floors of the building were in 
flames. 

An unidentified gardener resid- 
ing on the premises told Miss Bel- 
tramo of the blaze. She called 
the firemen. 

NEAR ESCAPE 

Police Chief Hubbard said that 
when Grohe’s body was recovered, 
it was found in the hallway out- 
side his studio. A room across the 
hall from the studio also opened 
onto the hall and, Hubbard said, 
a telephone in the latter chamber 
was off the hook, indicating that 
Grohe himself may have attempt-

Perennials Apt To Be Forgotten 
As Summer Flowers Put On Show 


By TERRY LEE 

With all the annuals being 
planted now for summer color, it 
is nice to include a few perennials 
that will give you a big reward 
next year, too. They can be spaced 
far apart, with annuals in be- 
tween, and next year they will be 
comfortable and full instead of 
crowded. 

Most Californians laugh when 

i confess my love for geraniums, 
but they have so much to offer, 
and not insignificant is the fact 
that they grow better here than 
anywhere else in the country. 

Back East only the zonal geran- 
iums (the common sturdy plant 
with round leaves and clusters of 
double flowers) do well, and then 
only the pinks and reds. Here zon- 
als grow like weeds, flower pro- 
fusely, and can be had in pure 
white and bi-colors. as well. The 
Vy-leaf geraniums can be planted 
casually as bank binders, ground 
covers and their flowers are al- 
most as thick as their leaves. In 
the east, they are strictly for win- 
dow boxes or hanging baskets. 

Perhaps most exciting are the 
Martha Washington geraniums (or 
Pelargonium domesticium). With 
their pansy-like faces and free 
blooming habit they often grow 
up to be shrubs of three feet. They 
are really sunshine plants and like 
mild climates. They are often call- 
ed the “poor man’s orchid.” 
MANY VARIETIES 

There are many interesting 
groups of geraniums. The cactus- 
flowered group has rolled and 
twisted petals, forms single and 
double blossoms. The rosebud var- 
iety has blossoms that never open 
wide and so resemble tiny double 
roses. 
£ The beauty of still another 
group lies in the  varicolored 
markings of the foliage.

Not to be forgotten for sum- 
mer is the shasta daisy. Bits of 
roots will produce huge plants 
in a few years, and a multitude 
of flowers. 

Enrich the soil before planting, 
give them extra water during 
flowering and cut back after 
bloom. I love the simple single 
daisy, but there are elegant ones 
called Chiffon with long, carved 
petais. They love the very hottest 
weather and look so cool. A cousin 
is the pretty blue daisy, agathea, 
which is just as easy to grow.

GARDEN CALENDAR 
WEEK OF APRIL 19 

Pinch out the center growth in 
chrysanthemums and geraniums 
if they are up to eight inches. 
These plants thrive if growth is 
forced into laterals. 

Cut off the dying flower on 
ranunculus and you will get an- 
other bloom. 

Alyssum, either the yellow per- 
ennial or annual white, can be cut 
off with shears when the flowers 
die, and there will be a second 
flowering. i like the low growing 
yellow yarrow. Its flowers remain 
all summer and can be cut to be 
dried in the fall.

The lovely shrubs in flower now 
—Mexican orange and viburnum 
—can be pruned by simply cutting 
sprays of flowers for the house. 
Shrubs that send up new canes, 
like wigelia and bridlewreath, 
should have old canes cut out at 
zround level. 

* * * 

It is planting time for dahlia tu- 
bers, but my favorite is the seed- 
‘ing dahlia. It grows about two 
feet, is bushy, covered with red, 
orange or white flowers. 

After blooming the plant can 
be cut back and next year there 
will be small tubers to produce 
flowers. It makes a good cut 
flower except that it drops pol- 
len after three days in the house. 

Snaps, petunias, zinnias and 
marigolds are still the best cut 
flowers. I am also impressed with 
how long ranunculus and cycla- 
men last indoors. I will always like 
marguerites the best. 


In your vegetable garden. use 
ammonium sulphate as the most 
effective (and cheapest) fertiliz 
xy. Apply this at planting time 
and again when the growing sea- 
son is half over. Place the fertil- 
izer 2-4 inches from the plants as 
1 side dressing and scratch into 
the surface ebout four inches. Wa- 
tor well afterward

If you had trouble getting corn 
to pollinate try irrigating heavily 
it the time silk is forming. Also 
slant at least four rows four 
short rows are better than two 
‘ong ones. Try the new hybrids.
